Needy Families Leaving 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
JERUSALEM—With Italy’s im- 


minent entry into the war threat- 
ening to extend hostilities to the 
Mediterranean, the British admin- 
istration in Palestine has complet- 
ed plans for evacuation of civilian 
populations from the coastal cities 
of Haifa and Tel Aviv, if it be- 
comes necessary. In Haifa, the au- 
thorities are assisting needy fami- 
lies willing to leave immediately. 

Palestine’s war problems fall in- 
to three principal categories—sup- 
plies, defense and air raid precau- 
tions. 

The first problem is difficult be- 
cause the Holy Land is far from 
self-sufficient in many commodi- 
ties. The public for some months 
has been industriously accumulat- 
ing non-perishable food supplies. 
Merchant cooperatives have been 
making stocks of other commodi- 
ties. The Palestine Government ex- 
ercisés full control over stocks of 
necessary commodities. 

The question of military defense 
is, of course, entirely in the hands 
of the British military command. 
Haifa, a British naval base, and 
terminus of the pipelines from the 
Mosul oil fields, is a key point in 
defense. 

Sandbag Public Buildings 

The military authorities have 
taken all precautions. Public 
buildings have been sandbagged. 
Certain sections have been occu- 
pied by troops. Civilians are per- 
mitted entrance to certain key 
points only when in possession of 
special permits. Blackout is in ef- 
fect in Haifa nightly from 11 
o’clock. 

A. R. P. plans generally had not 
advanced beyond the paper stage. 
Plans for construction of public 
A. R. P. shelters were adopted by 
the Haifa and Tel Aviv municipali- 
ties before the outbreak of the 
war. 

In Jerusalem a chief concern is 
the maintenance of water and food 
supplies. The Jerusalem water

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The Editor’s Chair, 

It seems that there really is a 
feeling in the community that the 
Federation should be democratized. 
Without exaggeration, more peo- 
ple have told me that they agree 
with my stand on this one ques- 
tion, than on any other single proj- 
ect, Let me say here, once and for 
all, that I feel that Indianapolis 
has been especially fortunate in 
the men who have held the helm 
of leadership (I’ve said this many 
times before in print), so that this 
drive for a democratic set-up in 
the community definitely is not a 
personal attack on anyone. In fact, 
the possibility that heretofore the 
community has not been ready, 
was not mature enough for a dem- 
ocratic ruling authority, has more 
than a grain of truth. 

If enough people want it, the 
Federation will on its own account 
institute changes along such lines 
as have been adopted already in 
more than 40 other communities. 
Every organization will elect a 
member to the general federation 
(or council, if you will) according 
to its membership, not to exceed 
three from any group, no matter 
how large. No one person may rep- 
resent more than one organization, 
and although there must necessar- 
ily be duplication because many 
people belong to more than one 
organization, still every organiza- 
tion knows that its wishes in any 
decision are being voiced in the 
community council. The general 
representatives will then elect an 
executive body who will meet more 
often and transact most of the 
business, reporting back to the 
general body its actions for ap- 


proval. Elections will be held 
yearly, and there will be no ap- 
pointees either to the general 
council or the executive for any 
reason. 

This plan, or one along similar 
lines, has been discussed within 


the Federation for several years, 
but there was not the backing of 
the community. There was not, ex- 
cept in a small group, any feeling 
in the community that there should 
be a change in method of govern- 


ment. Today -I believe that the 
entire community is alive to the 
situation.

Campaign Failures Unanalyzed 


:, ha unanalyzed, the factors that have pre- 

vented Jewish welfare funds from raising 
their 1940 quotas throughout the nation are op- 
erating in New York City, too, where Governor 
Herbert Lehman has called a meeting for June 10 
to examine the status of the campaign in that 
city. 

Commenting on Governor Lehman’s call, The 
New Palestine editorializes: “With but few ex- 
ceptions, however, those who should have issued 


a challenge to the compassion and generosity of 
American Jewry have contented themselves with 
the same standard of giving as in 1939. What is 
even more alarming is that all too many of those 
who are in a position to understand the needs of 
the hour have been niggardly and evasive, giving 
less rather than more. An analysis of the gifts 
of some fifty leading contributors in the New 
York City United Jewish Appeal discloses a sharp 
ratio of decrease as compared with 1939.” 


Writer Can’t Understand Particular Jewish Attitude 


RITING in the Louisville Courier Journal of 

last Sunday, Mrs. Ralph Trosper throws out 
the perplexity, “Just why Jewish students should 
fail to realize what the Nazi regime has meant to 
all intellectual liberalism, I fail to see.” 

Mrs. Trosper’s failure to see is not unique. 
Most non-Jews cannot understand the Jew be- 
cause they make the inevitable mistake of group- 
ing them all together. In most cases, the mis- 
take falls into that class where Jews are branded 
as all capitalistic or all communistic, all radical 
or all conservative, but in the particular instance 
in question, the writer is concerned with Univer- 


sity of Louisville Jewish students, one of whom 
is editor of the university newspaper, who osten- 
sibly are fighting against a pro-Ally movement in 
the city. 

Mrs. Trosper cannot urfferstand how a Jew 
eculd be aligned even in the slightest way with 
any viewpoint which could be construed as favor- 
ing the Nazis. Of course, the editor was not 
favoring the Nazis as such, but he took his stand 
on principle, and wherever in history anywhere 
could you find a people or individuals to whom 
principles meant more than to Jews and to whom 
death meant less when the matter of principle 
was involved.

Rabbis Urging Aid for Allies, Rabbi Louis I. 


Newman Points Out—The “Herald Tribune” last 
week carried a headline quoting Rabbi Nathan 
Stern as “regretting” the statement of Churchill 
that he could promise to Britain in the emergency 
only “blood and toil, tears and sweat.” The head- 
line was unfortunate, for the reader who went 
further saw that Rabbi Stern wished Churchill 
to stress the righteousness of the Allied cause. 
And now we read in “Time” that Rabbi Louis L. 
Mann of Temple Sinai, Chicago, wishes all pos- 
sible aid to the Allies short of war. With Bishop 
Waldorf, Rabbi Mann and believed staunchly in 
the Johnson act, thought United States defense 
ample. But last week, they strongly urged all 
credit to the Allies, all speed in building United 
States defense. What have the “self-defense” 
organizations which have been preaching ultra- 
caution on the part of the rabbis to say regarding 
these utterances ? 

Many persons feel that Lindbergh’s reference 
to the “small minority . . . who control much of 
the machinery of influence and propaganda” and 
who “seize every opportunity to push closer to 
the edge” was directed against the Jews, but 
there is no certainty of this. Jews have the duty 
now to do their utmost to speak and act on behalf 
of American interests and to aid. if they can in 
bringing about the victory of the Allies.

Ideal Synagogue Visualized by Louis J. Moss, 
National President of the United Synagogue 
of America—All members shall have equal wel- 
come and none shall enjoy greater rights than the 
other.

Each communicant is to occupy the first 
available seat as he enters the synagogue. 

Honors in the course of the services are to be 
bestowed among the communicants without re- 
gard to the material support that may come from 
them. The management of the congregation is to 
reside in its membership, acting through com- 
mittees representative of the congregation. The 
ritual is to be consonant with the high standards 
emblematic of the United Synagogue, and the 
rabbi shall have an untrammeled pulpit, free from 
any dictation or influence by any of its officers 
or directors. The administration, by word or deed, 
shall undertake and conduct every activity solely 
from the viewpoint of its ethical significance,
